Tr was, lowover, not the firat time that 
the trick was known to the Customs 
oflicer. Sometimes the chain locker is used 
by the snugglers. One side thay bo used 
on the vojago ana-the other not, aud in 
this latter side the smugglers arrange & 
vory strong false bottom and conceal the 
opium tht way. The smuggler ‘never 
shrinks fom hard werk, nor does he ever 
seem to biata loss tocommand the services 
of the moat skilled mechanical labor. This 
is well illustrated by a seiznre which was 
made soms years ago on the Oceanic. In 
tho bow a piece of iron had been cut out 
and a quitity of opium stowed away in a 
a space tn or twelve juches wide between 
tho bulkloal ond a water ‘tank, The 
piece of iron was then replaced and fastened 
by false wits, which could be quickly re- 
Hmoved. This hiding-pluco was discovered 
by noticing that the spot had been painted 
aud no of tho falso bolts accidontally left 
off. Tho opinm seized at that time 
amounted in value to $15,000. 


TIDING-PLACES ¥OR OPKOM. 

When the boilers are undergoing repairs, 
and the iubes aro sent ashore, frequently 
Jarge qumtities of opium ure found in them 
_-in some cases jammed in eo tight thatthe 
tubes hive to bo oatopen to get it out. 
Sometimes the opinin is put into watertight 
cans, cowred with oilcloth, and then placed 
in the bile.
